‘Wer understand that both the Colonial 
Governmorit ond the Consul-for the 
United States have almost ‘simultane- 
ously received telegrams announcing that 
the Extradition Treaty between Ame- 
vies. and England has beon resumed, 
Ut seems that Enghind has given way to 
the views of the United States on the 
question in ‘dispute, A telegram from 
Home, we published a day’ or. two ago, 
stated that England had. admitted the 
American reading of tha Treaty as the 
correct one, and wo believe that both the. 
telegrams just. received here. instruct 
that offenders ate to be given up uncon- 
ditionally, The point of difference.be- 
tween the two Governments was, it will 
be remembored, that England required 
an undertaking onthe part.of the United 
States, before the. act of rendition, that 
the offender should be tried “on no other 
charge than thaton which the demand 
for rendition was’ preforred, . This re- 
nest was made in accordance: with the, 


tradition Act of 1870, which states |

vongeance that was sought, but simply 
protection from such offences.—The three 
aldest boys were sentenced to-receive ton 
strokes each on -the hand, which wore 
then inflicted.

PHOTOGRAPHED "SPIRITS." 

“ Bpirits," though still refusing to bo 
captured, like ordinary ‘morals, have 
coneented to low themselves to be photo-’ 
graphed. The, now obediently follow those 
over whom they watch to the studios of 
photographers, and there’ falling into -a 
graceiul attitude, allow thoge who believe 
thomeelves to bo accompanied throughilife 
by o “guardian angel” to satisfy their 
vanity (and credulity) by paving a carte- 
de-visite takon of themselves and “their 
“ attendant spirit,” The resulting carto 
gives such an air of reality to tho affair 
that: it ia considered rank folly. to doubt 
any longer, when the spirits can be actually 
photogepiat and thus brought within the 

en of the most hardened sceptic, Such 


piteousfolly on’ one side and arrant ‘decep~. 


tion on the other are more provalent than 
ordinary folks generally suppose, A caso 
brought to our notice from Paris will illus 
trate the way in which this class of photo- 
graphers impose on the public, The police, 
hearing that a certain photographor of that 
city was ‘pocketing large protits by taking 
these photographs for credulous people, dis- 
potohed an emissary to discover the fraud, 
On making known his wish to be photo- 
graphed with his guardian spirit, he was 
requosted to leava the studio fora shoxt time 
for the purpose of the spirit being invoked.

vague. ghostly image was figured, Tho 
man’s photograph superposcd-—gave, it is 
needless to say, the required effect, The 
photographer, on a hint. from the police, 
ceased to take ‘spirit photographs. ‘These 


photographs may also be produced by the | 
.photographer’s.common. process of printing 


from two negatives ; one negative takes the 
‘sitter, the other the “.pirit” as before ; 
on printing from both tho offects sre 
combined, Another method aepenca upon 

a tinfoil 


and tinfoil be laid on the outer surfaces of 
the glasa, ‘and then electric sparks passed 
betweon the tinfoil coatings, it is found 
that an image of the device is formed upon 
the two glags plates, caused by a molecular 
change in the glass. This image is at first 
invisible, but on breathing on the glass it 
becomes visible, and s photograph can 
then be taken of it in the ordinary way. 
But the clevorest plan of all is that which 
utilizos the lately-discovered optical princi- 
ple known as fluorescence. Paint on 


white scroon with sulphate of quinine | 


(which is colourless) something shadowy to 
represent the “ethereal being.” Expose 
this to bright sunlight for a short time, 
and then place your unsuspecting beliover 
in “guardian angels” before this sereen;
